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‘Hospital patients die 
for lack of equipment

Hospital patients are endangered 
because of tbe lack of equipment. 
Dr. Shmuel Penh as, head of a de- 
legation of hospital directors, told 
the Knesset Finance Committee 
yesterday. Deaths have already re- 
sulted because of this, he added. 

The health services and the hospit- 
al system are coming apart because 
of this lack of resources, the delega- 
tion said. 

Penh as is director of the Hadassah 
Medical Organization. 

Stocks of medicines have been 
reduced drastically and sometimes 
the medicine required is not avail- 
able, Penhassaid. 

As a result of the running debate 
between tbe Treasury and tbe health 
funds, the hospitals have a chronic 
cash shortage since the funds do not 
give the hospitals the money due 
them. 

The head of tbe committee. Avra- 
ham Shapira, said: We are killin g 
people knowingly." It was shameful 
that those responsible for the health 
system have not found a solution to 
the crisis, he said. 

The doctors told the committee 


about deaths caused by inadequate 
equipment. In one case, a 71-year- 
old woman died because the hospital 
re-used equipment intended for one- 
time use. . 

The doctors complained that they 
must spend more time trying to get 
medicines, and funds to pay wages 
than treating patients. 

Tbe head of the Treasury’s budget 
department, Aharon Fogel, blamed 
the Histadrut for the situation. Last 
year there were no cuts in health 
funds, but the Kopat Holim Galit 
exceeded tbe limits and had to get 
bank loans, thinking that the govern- 
ment would bail it out, he said. 

After, discussing the situation in 
die hospitals, the committee held an 
inconclusive debate on the free 
health services granted to ministers, 
senior- dvjj servants and Knesset 
members. 

Yair Tsaban (Map am) and Yossi 
Sand (Citizens Rights Movement) 
called for abolition of the free 
health-service privilege. 

Jnstice Minister Mo&be Nissan de- 
fended the arrangement. He said 
that the health services are pan and 
parcel of tbe salaries of senior per- 
sonnel and Supreme Court Judges.

Talks with Egypt open

WASHINGTON. - A Federal judge 
yesterday denied an appeal from the 
wife of accused spy Jonathan Pollard 
to be released on bond pending the 
outcome of her trial on charges of 
illegally possessing classified govern- 
ment documents. 

Anne Henderson-Poilard, 25, sat 
silently and sadly, cringing briefly 
when Magistrate Patrick Attxidge 
rejected her release on bail. He 
accepted the arguments of Assistant 
US. Attorney Charles Leeper that. 
Henderson-Poll ard did indeed still 
represent a danger , given her alleged 
knowledge of the top-secret docu- 
ments her husband has already con- 
fessed to selling to Israel and her 
earlier apparent efforts to flee the 
country. 

The’ judge accepted Leeper’s 
argument that she might forfeit bail 
and leave the country, the finances 
provided “either by Israel for past 
services rendered, or (by) another 
country interested in the classified 
information which the defendant 
possessed." 

Her 31 -year-old husband, a for- 
mer U.S. naval intelligence analyst, 
was denied bail last week when he 
appeared before the same judge. He 
did not appear in court yesterday. 
He faces life in prison if convicted of 
espionage. His wife faces a max- 
imum 10-year sentence if convicted 
of illegally possessing classified 
documents. 

The next step in the Legal proce- 
dures involves their appealing in the 
next few weeks, probably together, 
before a U.S. grand jury wbidb can 
issue formal indictments leading to 
trials. 

In arguing against Henderson- 
Pollard's motion for bail, Leeper 


said she had planned to present some 
top-secret documents to tbe Chinese 
Embassy in Washington. Those 
“secret" reports, he said, “detailed 
analyses of intelligence-gathering 
capabilities and activities of the Peo- 
ple’s JRepublic of China in the U.S.” 
She bad maintained that she simp- 
ly was seeking ajpublic-rd ations con- 
tract with the Chinese Embassy. 

Leeper also insisted that 
Henderson-PoUard and her husband 
had sought to obtain asylum at the 
Israeli Embassy on November 21, 
the day. IVTllitrd was arrested. She 
was arrested two dsyslater. 

hi a tang paper filed with the 
court* the U.S. attorney acknow- 
ledged (hat the FBI had placed Pol- 
lard under 24-hour surveillance on 
November 18, after he left his Suit- 
land, Maryland, office. This “inves- 
tigative technique,” Leeper said, 
“requires the use of as many as 20 
agents to cover a single suspect if it is 
to be done thoroughly and without 
being detected.” , 

Other U.S. officials said the inves- 
tigation is continuing, despite efforts 
by the State Department to ease the 
political strains with the Israeli gov- 
ernment over tbe incident. 

(In Jerusalem, Defence Minister 
Rabin categorically denied that 
Israel had used information supplied 
by Pollard to prepare the. Israel Air 
Force’s raid against FLO headquar- 
ters in Tunisia late September, 
(Speaking to the Conference of 
Presidents of Major American- 
Jewish Organizations, the minister 
said if Israel would have had to rely 
on Pollard for the information to 
carry out the raid “we would be m 
serious trouble.”

Israeli and Egyptian delegates 
yesterday discussed bilateral issues, 
including the Ras Burka massacr e 
and tbe possible return to Tel Aviv 
of the Egyptian ambassador, on tbe 
first day of Che renewed talks be- 
tween the two countries in Cairo. 

The two sides are to focus on tbe 
Taba border dispute today and 
tomorrow. 

Tbe Israeli team, beaded by the 
director-general of the Prime Minis- 
ter’s Office, Avraham Thmir, and 
Foreign Ministry director-general 
David Kimche, kicked off the talks 
with statements and questions about 
the Ras Burka massacre. 

Israel wants clarifications and a 
comprehensive report on the inci- 
dent, in which seven Israeli tourists 
were shot dead by an Egyptian 
security man at die Sinai- holiday 
• spot on October 5. 

Last week Egyptian President 
Mubarak sent Prime Minister Peres 
a message which included a strong 
condemnation of the massacre, call- 
ing it a “contemptible” and “crimin- 
al” act. 


The Israeli delegates also raised 
problems of bilateral interest, in- 
cluding normalization of relations. 
Israel's main concern in this context 
is the return to Tel Aviv of the 
Egyptian ambassador, withdrawn by 
Mubarak following the September 
1982 Sabra and ShatHla massacre in 
Beirut. 

Israeli Foreign Ministry officials 
from the Egypt and legal depart- 
ments flew to Cairo yesterday to 
participate in the talks on Taba due 
to begin today. 

Israel is still seeking Egyptian 
agreement to a limited period of 
conciliation to achieve a solution to 
the dispute before turning to inter- 
national arbitration should concilia- 
tion foil. 

But Egypt appeared set on im- 
mediately embarking on arbitration, 
arguing that.Israeli-Egyptian nego- 
tiation and contacts - tantamount to 
conciliation - on this issue over die 
past few years have been fruitless 
and that their continuation is point- 
less. 

A possible compromise formula,

An IDF infantry unit struck 
deep into Southern Lebanon 
overnight on Monday, killing 
five terrorists of the Jibril group 
and foiling preparations for 
attacks against Israel, the IDF 
spokesman announced yester- 
day. 

Several terrorists were captured 
and a considerable amount of 
weapons was found in their posses- 
sion. he said. No Israeli soldiers 
were hurt, the spokesman added. 

This was the deepest ground op- 
eration north of the South Lebanese 
security zone set up when the IDF 
withdrew in June. 

Tbe unit set out by foot on Mon- 
day night and proceeded undetected 
to the Hush a-Dneiba area 10 
kilometres northeast of Hasbaya. 
Here terrorists of Jibril's group hide 
out in tbe caves which dot tbe hilly 
terrain. The raiding party spotted 
two terrorist watchmen sitting 
around a campfire. It opened fire 
and stormed the caves, killing the 
two watchmen as well as three more 
of Jibril's men in the caves. 

The raiders made their way back 
towards the security zone and were 
met by an IDF armoured group 
including tanks. 

The raid, military sources told The 
Jerusalem Post last night, was consis- 
tent with Israel’s policy in the north 
of using military action as an essen- 
tial element in complementing 
security arrangements. 

“We will act wherever and 
whenever operational need dictates 
in our war against terror." the 
sources said. 


The Israeli unit that crossed the 
northern border of the security zone 
en route to Hush a-Dneiba had de- 
tailed intelligence regarding the ter- 
rorist squad, where it was camped 
and what its strength was. 

Other IDF sources said that ter- 
rorists involved in two foiled 
attempts to infiltrate into Israel had 
possibly set out from the Hush a- 
Dneiba ara. On September 1, 
terrorists were captured while trying 
to infiltrate into the Har Dov area. 
On October 14 an IDF patrol 
opened fire on some suspicious fi- 
gures in the same area. The terrorists 
fled after returning fire. 

CThief of General Staff Rav-Aluf 
Moshe Levy and OC Nonhem Com- 
mand Aiuf Ori Orr kept a close 
watch on the progress of the IDF 
raid. 

Among the weapons and equip- 
ment found in the possession of the 
Jibril group were grenade launchers, 
a 60mm mortar, anti-tank mines. 
Kalashnikov rifles and gas masks. 

The terrorist squad, according to 
the IDF spokesman, belonged to 
Ahmed Jibril's Popular Front for the 
Liberation of Palestine - General 
Command, a Syrian-sponsored 
organization thar has spearheaded 
the attempt to destabilize the secur- 
ity zone and infiltrate the northern 
frontier. 

Israeli military officers in the 
north have been warning for several 
months of a renewed attempt by the 
Syrians to end the “ idyllic stability" 
in the area, through surrogate 
forces, specifically Jifaril. 

They warned as well that there 
were signs of growing pressure from 
the Syrians on the Shi'ite A rnal orga- 
nization to adopt a more aggressive 


policy against the South Lebanese 
Army in the security zone, and to 
facilitate attempts by terror squads 
to infiltrate the security zone en 
route to Israel. 

Syrian attempts to destabilize the 
situation are also thought to be be- 
hind the recent spate of Katyusha 
attacks against villages and SLA 
targets in the security zone. Several 
of these rockets have also been 
aimed at the Galilee. 

A statement after the IDF raid 
issued by the PFLP-GC in Damascus 
claimed that "many Israeli soldiers 
were killed or wounded in 'eight 
hours of fighting, often hand-to- 
hand. Hundreds of Israeli para- 
troopers were involved in a pre- 
dawn attack on one of our forward 
bases." it added. 

Security sources in South Lebanon 
quoted by the Associated Press re- 
ported that apart from the terrorist 
casualties, a Lebanese Army 
sergeant and two Druse militiamen 
were killed by Israeli tank and 
machine-gunfire. 

The sources said 10 Palestinians 
and five Druse militiamen were 
wounded in the firing as the Israelis 
raked the area around the Jibril 
base. 

According to AP reporters in Has- 
baya, a Druse area, Israeli troops 
with tanks moved in following re- 
ports that terrorists had deployed in 
the area during the night. 

The Israelis combed the area, fir- 
ing at anything that moved with 
artillery and machine guns, the re- 
ports said. AP quoted witnesses as 
saying that helicopter gunships ho- 
vered low overhead during the 
sweeps. '

U.S. Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy, who met with 
Prime Minister Peres in Jerusalem 
yesterday, believes that Jordan’s 
King Hussein remains “committed 
to- the peace process,” according to 
sources in Jerusalem.

according to these sources. 

Meanwhile, Foreign Minister Sha- 
mir told a Foreign Ministry seminar 
attended by Latin American diplo- 
mats in -Israel that he opposes an 
international conference “as prop- 
osed by King Hussein," as it would 
prevent direct Israeli-Arab negotia- 
tions and Arab.rocognition of Israel. 

- -According to tile sources in Jeru- 
salem, Morphy and Peres agreed to 
continue U.S. -Israeli cooperation 
designed to reach “direct (Israeli- 
Arab) negotiations within the 
framework of an international 
forum." 

Israeli sources declined to say 
whether Murphy had brought Peres 
a message from Hussein. u.S. offi- 
cials said they did not know whether 
Morphy had brought such a mes- 
sage. 

U.S. officials said that the U.S. 
and Israel wanted to keep up the 
momentum towards direct negotia- 
tions between Israel and a 


Jordanian-Palestinian delegation, 
and that both are still waiting for an 
opportunity to get such talks started. 

Earlier yesterday in Givatayim, 
Peres told a group of 12th graders 
that “Israel's most conciliatory prop- 
osals were unacceptable to Jordan, 
as their proposals are unacceptable 
to us.” 

' But, according to an Itim report, 
he added that “without compromise, 
there can be no peace. And we want 
to achieve peace to free your genera- 
tion from the threat of conflicts and 
wars.” 


Modal denies 
devaluation 
is planned

The government has no plans to 
devalue the shekel in the near fu- 
ture, Finance Minister Moda’i said 
yesterday following press reports 
that a devaluation is being contem- 
plated. 

Speaking to a group of economics 
professors, Moda’i a Iso stressed the 
need for a large cut in the state 
budget if the government's econo- 
mic plan is to succeed - a view shared 
by the professors. 

Later Moda'i told the Likud Knes- 
set faction that he would not be able 
to take responsibility for the eco- 
nomy if tbe Treasury's demand for a 
$200 million cut in ministry budgets 
is not implemented. 

The cabinet decided on Sunday to 
slash $400m. from tbe budget for the 
next fiscal year. But it has emerged 
that this was largely a bookkeeping 
exercise or to be achieved through a 
rise in taxes. The cabinet decided 
that a further S200m. will be slashed 
from the ministries following nego- 
tiations between each minister and 
Prime Minister Peres and Moda'i. 

At yesterday's meeting, held at 
Moda'i’s initiative. Prof. Haim Bar- 
kai, a former head of the Bank of 
Israel advisory committee, called 
Sunday’s cabinet decision “almost a 
joke. " He also proposed an immedi- 
ate halt to the Lavi aircraft project.

Two per cent increase 
in public workforce

Although tbe government has been vowing for a year to cut the public-sector 
workforce, the number of these employees rose by 2 per cent in the first nine 
months of the year. 

This finding was released yesterday by tbe Central Bureau of Statistics. 

The bureau said that the rise reflected mainly a rise in the number of 
health-service employees, which went up by 3 per cent as compared with the 
same period last year. 

The bureau added that in ministries and in the education service there was 
no rise. 

A prelected increase in industrial workers has not taken place, findings 
showed. The number of workers in this sector remained at 310,000. 

At the same time, the weekly average of unemployed reached 96,000 in tbe 
third quarter of the year. This was a 7.8 per cent rate of joblessness. 


is aware of the consequences of 
holding down the exchange rate for 
some firms, but said that a devalua- 
tion now would destabilize prices. 

He added that the Treasury will 
make an effort to reduce labour costs 
to industry by reducing income-tax 
rates and employers’ contributions 
to tbe National Insurance Institute.

Prof. Yoram 
Ben-Porath said that first the reform 
had been watered-down, and now its 
implementation is being delayed.

They 
said that the reaction would be a run 
on the dollar and speculative purch- 
ases fuelled by fear of impending 
devaluation. 

Moda'i stressed at both meetings 
yesterday that a reduction in health 
and education services is necessary. 

“There is* nothing political in- 
volved in trying to cut education, 
health and defence. By chance those 
three ministries are in Labour Party 
hands. But they are the ministries 
with the largest budgets and must 
therefore bear the brunt of the cuts." 
he said.

The police said that tindi, who 
was arrested on Sunday, had syste- 
matically and over a long period 
defranded hundreds of people by 
selling them property in the West 
Bank on the basis of claims that he 
had all the proper authorizations. 

Gindi. the police charged, had 
presented his clients with forged let- 


ters purporting to be from the Min- 
isterial Settlement Committee and 
authorizing two settlements in the 
West Bank, Krarnim and Kla'im. 

The police also charged that Gindi 
had cancelled contracts of purchase 
at both these sites while continuing 
to demand payments from his clients 
for plots which he did not possess. 

They claimed chat they had just 
discovered another scheme in which 
(Continued on Page 2, Cot.

The anti-pork bill, which prohibits 
the sale of pigs or pork products 
except in specified Christian locali- 
ties passed its first reading in the 
Knesset yesterday by 44-22.

The bill is titled Prohibition of 
Raising Pigs Law ( Amendment).

Since there was disagreement as to 
whether the Law or Interior Com- 
mittee should prepare the bill for its 
second reading, the House Commit- 
tee will decide.

A 
police squad car arrived at the spot 
and gave chase, but did not succeed 
in catching the vandals. 

In the north, meanwhile, four bus- 
stop shelter have been destroyed in 
the last few days in the area' of 
Merom Hagalil. The shelters, at tbe 
Ein Zeitim, Parod, Shefer and 
Meron junctions, had not displayed- 
any advertisements. Religious 
zealots reportedly have been attack- 
ing the bus shelters because of adver- 
tising posters that they find objec- 


tionable. 

Police Minister Haim Bar-Le 
yesterday rejected accusations tha 
the police have been dragging thei 
feet on the vandalism because o 
political considerations. 

Speaking to a citizens' group call 
ing itself “The Jerusalem Committee 
against Ultra-Orthodox Violence,' 
Bar-Lev said the police are Jimirec 
only by objective, tactical considere. 
tions. He advised dozens who want 
to help catch the perpetrators to join 
the Crvii Guard. 

Bar-Lev added that several sus- 
pects have already been arrested, 
and said be believes the police will 
overcome the problem. 

Yesterday morning a fourth sus- 
pect was arrested in Jerusalem. 

Over S 100,000 worth of damages 
have been caused to bus shelters in 
the capital so far. 


Katsav tells Knesset: 


Disgrace that minimum wage not updated’

“It is a disgrace to the Histadrut, 
the employers’ Coordinating 
Bureau, and the government that 
the minimum wage has not been 
updated in recent months," Labour 
and Social Welfare Minister Moshe 
Katsav said yesterday. 

He was replying to a no- 
confidence motion presented by 
Chaika Grossman (Mapam). who 
charged that tbe prime minister fears 
that a minimum wage law will bring 
about the collapse of the economy. 
But he does not fear that untaxed 
capital profits will cause such a col- 
lapse." she said. 

Tbe motion was defeated, against 


the votes of the left opposition and 
Tehiya. 

Katsav said that the adjustment of 
the tax brackets in the past few 
months is expected to result in an 
erosion of only 3 per cent in net 
wages for the entire year as against 
20 per cent erosion in gross wages. 

This was in line with government 
policy, to compensate workers while 
not increasing the employers’ wage 
bill. Katsav said. 

But since the compensation was 
applied equally, rather than progres- 
sively, to all wage levels, the mini- 
mum wage has dropped to below 30 
per cent of the average wage as 
against 35 per cent six months ago, 
he noted. 


Katsav said that the minimum 
wage is decided on jointly by tbe 
Histadrut and the Coordinating 
Bureau, and the government prefers 
that they do the updating. He called 
on them to do this immediately. 

His own view is that either they or 
the government must act urgently. 
He has submitted a draft bill to the 
ministerial committee on legislation 
which would require the ministers of 
finance and labour to fix the mini- 
mum wage at 45-50 per cent of the 
average wage when collective agree- 
ments are renewed, and at other 
times if they deem it necessary. 

Katsav said that there is disagree- 
ment within the coalition on the 
need for and justification of a law at 
this time. _ 


3 Egged drivers injured 
when bus stoned near camp

Two Israeli science attaches,, 
assigned to ^Washington and New 
York, returned to Israel tbe day 
after Pollard was arrested. 

The Washington Post said Ban 
Ravid, the Washington deputy sci- 
ence attache, arid Yosef Yagur, the 
science attache in New York, would 
also be made available for question- 
ing by U.S. authorities. 


The newspaper said ah of these 
arrangements were quietly worked 
out during Prime Minis ter Peres’s 
telephone conversation with Secret- 
ary of State George Shultz over the 
weekend. 

“I wouldn't be surprised if (Eitan) 
talks,” an unnam ed Israeli official 
was quoted as having said. “He is 
part of the package.” 

The Post reported Israeli sources 
as saying, “The closing of the Lekem 
offices in the U.S. was a foregone 
conclusion once they bad been ex- 
posed as serving a dual role of overt- 
ly collecting scientific and technolo- 
gical data and participating in covert 
intelligence operations. 

“The usefulness of Lekem opera- 
tions bad been compromised by pub- 
licity anyway," Israeli sources said.

Briton in Larnaca trial ‘totally happy 1 


NICOSIA (AP). - A Briton who 
confessed to shooting dead an Israeli 
yachtsman declared in a statement 
read in court here yesterday he was 
i “totally happy and satisfied" that he 
had done something for tbe Palesti- 
nian cause. 

Ian Michael Davison, a 27-year- 
old carpenter, is on trial with two 
Palestinians Tor the premeditated 
murder of three Israelis aboard a 
small yacht in the Larnaca marina in 
Cyprus on September 25. 

Davison confessed in the state- 
ment he made to the police a few 
hours after his surrender that he shot 
dead one of the Israeli men that he 


and his companions had been bold- 
ing hostage aboard the yacht. 

“We agreed the three of us, from 
the very beginning and before we 
captured the yacht to continue nego- 
tiating till 2 p.m., and if our demands 
are not met to kill the hostages at 2 
and surrender ourselves to the Cyp- J 
riot authorities,” Davison said in Ids 
statement. 

“I shot the man on the left with 
two bullets on the back of the head 
and gave the same gun to (one of the 
Palestinians), who shot the other 
man, so we killed one each to face . 
the same charges,” Davison added 
in his statement.

The Knesset Interior Committee 
decided yesterday to table a bill 
providing that police wages equal 
wages of regular soldiers.

Speaking at a Foreign Ministry 
seminar on Israel attended by II 
ambassadors and three charges d'af- 
faires from Latin America. Shamir 
said Egypt had stopped the talks 
concerning autonomy for the admi- 
nistered territories. 

Later, speaking to a delegation 


from the Conference of Presidents of 
Major American Jewish Organiza- 
tions, Shamir said that Egypt over 
the past few years had sought and 
found various “pretexts” for avoid- 
ing normalization of relations with 
Israel. He cited Israel’s invasion of 
Lebanon and the Tabs dispute as 
two such “pretexts.” 

Shamir added that Egypt main- 
tains that the Hussein- Arafat agree- 
ment of February 11 “has super- 
seded the autonomy (idea or plan) 
and has replaced it.” Israel views 
Egypt’s recent rapprochement with 
the PLO “with great apprehension,” 
he said. 

As to the Taba dispute, Shamir 
said bluntly: “Taba belongs to 
Israel." 

The head of .the Egyptian delega- 
tion at the Cairo talks yesterday. 
Assistant Foreign Minister Abdel 
Halim Badawi declined to comment 
in detail on what had been discussed, 
saying “it was premature to say any- 
thing now.” 

Egypt has officially designated the 
talks as a new round of ’Taba nego- 
tiations.”

Sewage-linked epidemics can recur

TEL AVIV. - Dysentery epidemics 
that swept three Haifa suburbs in 
July killing a small child and infect- 
ing nearly 9,000 peisons can recur 
and might barm even a greater num- 
ber of people. 

Members of a four-man commit- 
tee which investigated the epidemic 
issued this wanting during a press 
conference here yesterday. 

Co mmi ttee chairman and former 
water co mmis sioner Menahem Kan- 
tor said, “In a matter of about 24 
hours, the source of die contamina- 
tion was discovered. Waste water 
from a broken Sbfaram sewage pipe 
had seeped into a Mekorot well 100 
metres away." 

Kantor praised Mekorot and 


Health Ministry officials who work- 
ed around the clock to find the cause 
of the epidemic and closed the well. 

Panel member Prof. Gedalia 
Shelef of the Technion said the au- 
thorities were very lucky to uncover 
the source of contamination so fast. 
Such probes sometimes take weeks 
to be completed, while more and 
more people run the risk of becom- 
ing sick, Shelef said. 

Shelef said it was also fortunate 
that the well was used by Mekorot 
only a few hours a day, making it 
easier to locate the seepage and 
preventing the epidemic from 
spreading further:. 

Committee members said the pub- 
lic is more aware of the problem 
now. However, with many wells. 


near sewage lines, it would be hard 
to ensure that such accidents 'do not 
recur. • 

Deputy Agriculture Minister 
Avraham Katz-Oz, who had 
appointed the committee, promised 
that next year's water-development 
budget would make repairs and 
other measures to protect water sup- 
plies top priorities. 

Among the panel's recommenda- 
tions are: to repair leaky pipes found 
by X-ray television immediately; to 
move sewage pipes as far as possible 
from drinking-water sources; to im- 
prove coordination between bodies 
approving water and sewage-pipe 
installation; and to closely supervise 
road construction and other work 
near water and sewage pipes. 


Jewish Agency officials clash over gay aliya

Two members of the Jewish Agen- 
cy Executive have crossed swords 
over sending an aliya emissary to the 
U.S. to encourage immigration by 
- Jewish homosexuals. 

Telem, the Movement for Zionist 
Fulfilment, recently sent emissary 
Ron Werber to address a conference 
of Jewish homosexuals in a New 
York gay synagogue. The event was 
; prominently advertised in the local 
‘ Jewish press. 

Haim Aharon, chairman of the 
agency’s aliya department, who 
learned of the conference after- 
wards, circulated memos within the 
agency asking whether the funds of 
the World Zionist Organization - 


which supports Telem - should be 
used for such a purpose. 

Aharon told The Jerusalem Post 
that he meant to be ironic, as he was 
upset with Telem founder - and now 
Youth Aliya chairman - Uri Gor- 
don, for recently asking what the 
aliya department was doing to prom- 
ote immigration. Gordon is a mem- 
ber of the Labour Party and Aharon 
of Herut. 

Gordon this week attacked Ahar- 
on's “insensitive behaviour 1 ' and 
asked rhetorically whether the aliya 
department “has so well succeeded 
in its job that it bas time to sling 
mud" Gordon said that the Zionist 
movement and the United Jewish' 
Appeal “see nothing wrong with 
asking gays to donate generously to 


Israel." 

They also feel free to ask 
homosexuals to mobilize public 
opinion on Israel's behalf, he con- 
tinued. But when an emissary is sent 
to speak to homosexuals about Jew- 
ish education and Zionism, they are 
outraged, he declared. “Aharon's 
sense of right and wrong needs a 
re-evaluation,'' Gordon charged. 

Aharon told The Post that he does 
not know whether if he were the 
head of Telem, he would have sent 
an emissary to speak to Jewish 
homosexuals. “The question is: on 
what are WZO funds wasted." He 
also declined to answer the question 
whether Israel should promote aliya 
among homosexuals, or steer dear 
of them. 


Ethiopian Jews ‘driven to apostasy’ - rabbi

A prominent Jerusalem rabbi, 
who is named in a court injunction 
against the Chief Rabbinical Council 
and the religious affairs minister, last 
night accused the chief rabbis of 
“driving the Ethiopian Jewish com- 
munity into apostasy." 

Yosef Shani Shabtai, an ultra- 
Orthodox Sephardi rabbi, is named 
in an injunction issued yesterday by 
the High Court of Justice, calling on 
the Religious Affairs Ministry to 
show cause as to why Shani, or 
Ethiopian religious elder Kes 
Menashe Ayafine, should not be 
permitted to register marriages. The 
High Court also called upon the 
Chief Rabbinical Council to show 
cause as to why it should not rescind 
its directives' to’ marriage registrars 
requiring that all Ethiopian Jewish 
marriage candidates undergo 1 the 


symbolic conversion ceremony of 
immersion. 

Both the rabbinate and the minis- 
try have 45 days in which to answer. 
The case was brought before the 
High Court by Jerusalem attorney 
Michael Corinaldi, president of the 
International Council for Ethiopian 
Jewry. 

Shabtai told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that he allowed his name to 
be used in the appeal because of the 
“stiff-necked’' position of the chief 
rabbis, who because of the “smallest 
doubts and perhaps because of poli- 
tical considerations” are preventing 
Ethiopian Jews from marrying. 

As a result, he said, Ethiopian 
women, who for centuries had kept 
the strictest standards of ritual pur- 
= ity, arenotgoing to tiiemifcve (ritual 
bath), for fear that their immersion 
be interpreted as the symbolic con- 


version. Unmarried girls were be- 
coming pregnant while they were 
ritually unclean, he added. 

Shabtai, who recently published a 
book on the halachic position of the 
Ethiopian Jews, Afikun Banegev 
(“Flashfloods in the Negev"), said 
that as a result of his study of hun- 
dreds of talmudic sources, he has 
concluded that the Ethiopians are 
“pure and kasher.” He noted that a 
similar halachi c opinion was recently 
recorded by former Sephardi chief 
rabbi Ovadia Yosef. 

Shabtai said that the Ethiopians 
came to Israel with the highest stan- 
dards of Tora and Shabbat observ- 
ance and that they were shocked by 
tiie lack of observance they saw in 
Israel. Now, he added, it is the chief 
zabbis. who, are taming them away 
from tike .Tora and .into the mins of 
. the secular kibbutzim. 


More Ethiopian Jews given 
jobs and apartments - Tsur

HAIFA, - The last of the Ethiopian 
Jewish immigr ants staying in hotels 
will be settled in flats by the end of 
the month. But two-thirds of the still 
unsettled immigrants axe living in 
absorption centres. Absorption 
. Minister Ya'acov Tsur said yester- 
day. 

He was speaking at a press confer- 
ence here after touring absorption 
projects for Ethiopian immigrants in 
the north. 

The ministry was concentrating its 
efforts to move Ethiopian Jews into 
flats and find them jobs to en courage 
their independence, he said. 

Operation Moses had brought 
' 15,000 of the 25,000 Jews remaining 
in Ethiopia. Of 4,100 families in 
Israel, 1355 families are already in 
flats and another 1,100 will have 
apartments by April, he said. 


Absorption has cost over $20,000 
per person for an estimated total of 
$350 million, including grants to fac- 
tories to help pay immigrants* 
wages. 

The immigrants will be settled in 
over 50 localities throughout the 
country, with no more than 250 
families in any one, he said. 

Among the immigrants there were 
some 3300 potential workers, of 
whom 1,100 are already in jobs and 
2,000 are taking job training. Some 
120 young men are preparing for 
university study and 60 youths are 
completing high school, he said. 

On another issue, Tsur urged Jews 
in South Africa and South America 
“not to wait until it is too late** to 
come to Israel. 

One of every four Jews leaving 
South Africa comes here, he said.

IB A says minis tries 
are failing to pay 
TV fees for the poor

Government ministries are shirk- 
ing tirir obligation to pay the TV 
licence fees for the poor and physi- 
cally disabled veterans, the Broad- 
casting Authority management com- 
mittee charged on Monday. 

The Defence Ministry, it said, 
recently decided to stop paying the 
fees for incapacitated servicemen 
and women. The Ministry of Labour 
and Social Affairs appears to be 
following suit with respect to people 
living below the poverty line. 

However, the National Insurance 
Institute continues to pay 50 per cent 
of the licence fees for old age pen- 
sioners, it said. 

Under the law, the EBA is not 
authorized to exempt anyone from 
payment of licence fees. The man- 
agement committee has said it will 
appeal to the ministries concerned to 
rethink their positions. If they do not 
agree to pick up the tab, the IBA will 
have to bill the poor and the injured 
war veterans. 

Failure to pay the fee can result in 
confiscation of television sets and a 
fine.

If there was ever any opposition among the 
Presidents Conference of Major American Jewish 
Or ganiz ations to Jewish settlement in the West 
Bank], it apparently melted away yesterday under 
the onslaught of flag-waving schoolchildren. 

The children were lined up outside the school of 
Ariel, a settlement east of Petah Tikva, as the 
buses carrying the leaders of virtually every major 
group in American Jewry rolled up. Earlier, the 
participants, who were on a tour arranged by the 
Jewish National Fund, visited a high-tech factory 
producing parts for aircraft, where they appeared 
interested but hardly overwhelmed. 

But when they saw the children, it was quite 
different. “I’m afraid we have to get off the bus,” a 
JNF official told them. 

“See if you can stop us." one delegate 
answered. 

Inside the school, the children lined up along 
the outline of the map of the Land of Israel, 
reaching from the Mediterranean to the Jordan 
■River. 

But for the American visitors there were no 
problems. They listened raptly as the children 


sang and recited about various sites in ‘Israel. And 
when the time came for a response there was not a 
word of doubt. 

“We hear that Israelis are aggressors. We hear 
that Israel has lost its pioneering spirit," Kenneth 
Bialkin, chairman of the President’s conference 
and the president of the B'nai B’rith Anti- . 
Defamation League told the group. “But I say 
those who say that don’t have the foggiest idea of 
what drives Israel’s leaders and the people of 
Ariel.”. 

He described Ariel as an “outpost of democracy 
and security,” and predicted that ir “will be here 
for centuries to come.” He expressed shame that 
“some of us here have not done enough to show 
that whatever formulation is decided upon there 
will never be" a time when Jews will not be 
permitted to live in their ancient homeland.” 

He was followed by Rabbi Joseph Glazer, 
executive director of the (Reform) Central Con- 
ference of American Rabbis, who noted that be 
had perhaps been asked to speak to give an 
’opposing view. But he went on to say that if he 
were asked to pinpoint the geographical centre of 
the fulfilment of biblical prophexy, his “gut feel- 
* ing” would be that it was “somewhere between 


Ramallah and Shechem (Nablus).” 

While conceding that there might be some sort 
of compromise, he went on to add that whatever it 
may be. “no place in Eretz Yisrael should be 
judenrem. 1 ' In any case, he added, Israel should 
not make any decisions on the basis of “threats of 
what the goyim might say." 

After this. Rabbi Benjamin Wallfish, executive 
director of the (Orthodox) Rabbinical Council of 
America, rame as something of an afterthought, 
especially when he told those gathered that he 
him«»lf has five grandchildren in the settlement of 
Tekoa, south of Bethlehem, in Judea. But -Wall- 
fish seemed fo sum up the mood well when he said 
that if any of those present had any doubts, 
coming to a place like Ariel had settled those 
doubts very quickly. 

The oohs and ahs continued as Nahman Ron. 
head of the Ariel local council, introduced No mi, 
a young black woman as one of the pioneers from 
. the U.S., and called for singles from the U.S. to 
settle in Ariel. 

■ Earlier in the day. the group heard an analysis 
by Aluf-MIshne (ooL) Ephraim Sneh, head of the 
Gvfl Administration in Judea and Samaria.

Egypt reported losing income 
as migrant workers return

Egypt faces a serious loss of in- 
come because many Egyptians have 
been returning from Arab states due 
to the collapse of the oil boom. 

This conclusion- was drawn 'by; 
Haifa University; PrOf. Gad Gilbir 
and his assi&ta&tyGil Feiler, a) 
symposium on the subject in the 
university's Gustav Heinemaxm In-, 
stitute of Middle Eastern Studies this 
week. 

They said that in 1983, the total 
number of Egyptians working in the 
oil states peaked at 2.9 million, or 24 
per cent of Egypt’s total work force. 
Assuming that each one supported 
an average of three family members, 
about 20 per cent of Egypt's popula- 
tion was directly dependent on this 
emigrant labour. Though a certain 
amount of “brain drain” was in- 
volved, the Egyptian government 
encouraged its nationals to work in 
the oil states. 

In 1983, they sent home $33 bil- 
lion through official channels, with 
many more dollars presumably 
going through unofficial ones. 

The labour emigration grew 


steadily, rising from 500,000 in 1975 
to Z9 mhfion in 1983. . 

“The Camp David peace agree- 
ments had no impact on the emigra- 
tion, despite the sanctions imposed 
•on Egypt by the Arab states after the i 
agreements were signed;’’ ' the re-, 
J searchers stressed. ~ • 

During tl»e early 1970s,- rifost 
Egyptian migrant labour went to 
neighbouring Libya and Sudan. The 
oil boom sent them to Saudi Arabia 
and Kuwait. When thefraq-Iran war 
broke out, .there was a massive 
movement to Iraq. By 1982, 135 
million Egyptians were working in 
Iraq, 800,000 in Saudi Arabia, 
200,000 in both Libya and Kuwait, 
.with smaller numbers in the Gulf 
states and other Arab countries. 

The money the workers send 
home has made Egypt's economic 
stability heavily dependent on de- 
velopments in the ml states, Gil bar 
stressed. Now that falling revenues 
have forced the oil states to curtail 
growth and send home Egyptians in 
growing numbers, serious economic 
problems will be created which will 
also affect Egypt's political stability, 
he said. 


Tsur says heU skip aliya panel sessions

Absorption Minister Ya'acov 
Tsur has written to Knesset Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel saying that he 
would not attend meetings of the 
Knesset Absorption Committee as 
long as committee chairman Miriam 
GJazer-Ta'asa continued to use the 
committee as an arena for “political 
assaults” on the minister and his 
policy. 

Tsur is angry at GJazer-Ta’asa, a 
Likud MK, because each time she 
invites him to the committee she also 
invites the chairman of the Jewish 
Agency absorption committee. 
Hahn Aharon, a Likud stalwart, and 


pits Aharon against the minister in a 
verbal duel, according toTsur. 

Tsur wrote to Hillel orf Monday, 
saying Glazer-Ta’asa was manipulat- 
ing foe Absorption Committee to 
serve “irrelevant and narrow party 
interests.” 

The minister also wrote to the 
chairman, telling her that the “point- 
less debates in the committee make 
no contribution whatsoever to solv- 
ing the real problems' of immigrant 
absorption." 

Tsur wrote that “under present 
circumstances I see no possibility of 
cooperating with the Absorption 
Committee." 


Austria to return art stolen by Nazis 


NEW YORK (JTA). - Art objects 
confiscated by the Nazis and now in 
the custody of the Austrian govern- 
ment may be claimed by their own- 
ers or their heirs under an agreement 
the Committee for Jewish Claims on 
Austria reached with Chancellor 
Fred Sinowatz last January, it was 
announced here Monday by Israel 
Miller, president of the committee. 

He and four other officials of the 
committee and the Work! Jewish 


Congress met Monday morning with 
Finance Minister Franz Vranitzky to 
discuss the implementation of the 
understanding. 

Vranitzky told the delegation that 
the Austrian government has just 
introduced legislation enabling indi- 
viduals to file claims for the art 
objects. This legislation, Vranitzky 
added, will also commit the govern- 
ment to use the proceeds from un- 
claimed properties foe the benefit of 
victims of Nazi persecution. 


-Miller said that claims may be filed 
until September 30, 1986 with! the 
Ministry of Finance, Postfach 2000 
(Mauerbach), A1015 Vienna. 

Millerwelcomed this “first signifi- 
cant step” in carrying out the under- 
standing readied with Sinowatz. To 
implement the agreement, the au- 
thorities prepared a list of the art 
objects, copies of which are avail- 
able in Austrian diplomatic and con- 
sular offices. Nfifler said.

This brings the number of Soviet 
Jews allowed to emigrate in the first 
11 months of 1985 to 1,047. Last 
years, 896 Jews were allowed out. . 


Tourism Ministry 
workers may strike

TEL AVIV. - Tourism Ministry 
workers yesterday declared a labour 
dispute over the ministry's cancella- 
tion of a tender for a senior ministry 
post. The declaration enables the 
workers to go out on strike in 14 
days. 

In a letter to the OvO Service 
Commission, Civil Service Union 
official Aharon Handelman wrote 
that the workers will take industrial 
action within two weeks if a joint 
committee is not established by then 
to investigate their complaints. 

The workers maintain that a ten- 
der for the post of assistant manager 
of the tourism-services department 
was cancelled at the last minute after 
it became dear that the manage- 
ment’s candidate for the job would 
not succeed. Six senior employees of 
the ministry had put forward their 
candidacies. 

The workers farther maintain that 
die vacant post was then scrapped 
and the favoured candidate, Shmuei 
litehnan, was appointed the minis- 
ter’s economic adviser without a ten- 
der being issued.

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Diplomats at S. Africa mass funeral 


MAMELODL South Africa (Reu- 
ter). - Western diplomats and 
opposition politicians joined an esti- 
mated 50.000 dancing and singing 
mourners in this township near Pre- 
toria yesterday for the burial of 12 
blacks killed in a clash with security 
forces. 

“The reason we are here is to 
express support for the principle of 
peaceful protest.” said Timothy Car- 
ney. political counsellor at the U.S. 
Embassy in Pretoria. 

“Many of us have friends here in 
Mamelodi and many of our em- 
ployees are living here," he told 
reporters. 

Thirteen people, including a two- 
month-old baby and a man aged 60, 
both overcome by teargas, were kil- 


led when security forces opened fire 
to break up an anti-government pro- 
test inarch on November 21. All but 
one were buried yesterday. 

It was one of the bloodiest epi- 
sodes in recent unrest in black 
townships and led to renewed 
accusations of police incompetence 
and brutality. 

David White, first secretary at the 
British Embassy, said he had handed 
over a letter to the funeral commit- 
tee from the British ambassador “ex- 
pressing sympathy with the people of 
Mamelodi and the other townships 
around Pretoria.” 

One of those who attended the 
ceremony was Helen Suzman, a 
veteran anti-apartheid campaigner 
and member of parliament for the 


mainly white opposition progressive 
federal party. 

“We are extremely critical of the 
way this incident (on November 211 
was handled. There 'was no proper 
warning to the people to disperse- 
We have been told a faulty loud 
hailer was used,” she said. 

“We believe all laws which do not 
allow peaceful protest should be 
scrapped.” 

Hundreds of troops and police 
were on duty in the dusty township 
and checked vehicles entering the 
area. 

Most residents stayed away from 
work for the funeral. Those being 
buried included three women over 
60. 


Benigno Aquino’s widow declares candidacy 


MANILA (Reuter). - The widow of 
assassinated opposition leader Be- 
nigno Aquino said yesterday she will 
run in presidential elections next 
February as thousands of Filipinos 
protested against a verdict clearing 
the military of involvement in his 
murder. 

Corazon Aquino, 52, made her 
announcement at a news conference 
shortly after President Ferdinand 
Marcos signed into law a bill setting 


* 


the poll for February 7, 18 months 
before his term expires. 

Within hours of Marcos signing 
the bill the Philippine Bar Associa- 
tion and about a dozen opposition 
senators filed a petition with the 
Supreme Court challenging its con- 
stitutionality. - 

They argued that the president 
must resign before an election can be 
held. 

Aquino's announcement came 24 


hours after a court cleared armed 
forces chief Fabian Ver, 24 other 
soldiers and a civilian of involvement 
in her husband's murder in 1983. 

About 2,000 people, mostly stu- 
dents, rallied in a main Manila street 
last night to protest against Ver’s 
acquittal. 

They blocked traffic and stoned a 
fire track which came to extinguish 
blazing tires they had set alight on 
the road. 


Poll results 
show Liberals 
win in Canada 

MONTREAL (Reuter). - Voters in 
French-speaking Quebec last night 
ended nine years of rule by the 
separatist-minded Parti Quebecois 
by giving the opposition Liberal Par- 
ty a massive majority to form a new 
government, according to computer 
projections based on early returns. 

The Liberals under Robert 
Bourassa, 52, who suffered a 
crushing defeat at the bands of the 
Parti Quebecois in 1976, were pro- 
jected by Canadian television to win 
an estimated 90 seats in the pro- 
vince's 122-seat national assembly. 

Support for Parti Quebecois lead- 
er Pierre Marc Johnson, 39, eroded 
more quickly chan had been 
pected and the party which came to 
power with the goal of political 
separation from English-speaking 
Canada faced an overwhelming de- 
feat. 

However, both Johnson and 
Bourassa faced strong personal chal- 
lenges in their respective Montreal- 
area ridings and trailed opponents 
by narrow margins in early returns.

British, Irish FMs reaffirm accord on Ulster 


LUXEMBOURG (AP). - Britsh 
Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher 
and Irish Prime Minister Garret Fitz- 
gerald met yesterday and confirmed 
that the Anglo-Irish accord signed 
last month would be implemented as 
planned, despite opposition by Pro- 
testant leaders in Northern Ireland. 

The November 15 agreement calls 
for a consultative role in troubled 
Northern Ireland by the Irish Re- 
public, with safeguards for the 
Catholic minority. 


Protestant, or Unionist, leaders 
have bitterly complained that the 
agreement endangers the future of 
the Protestant majority community 
in Northern Ireland and that it will 
eventually be absorbed into the 95 
percent Catholic Irish Republic. 

A statement issued by British and 
Irish officials after the 45-minute 
meeting said the two leaders “hoped 
that that community would come to 
understand the agreement’s reassur- 
ance on the status of Northern Ire- 
land-" 


Bonner in Rome for treatment, pursued by media 


ROME (Reuter). - Yelena Bonner, 
wife of Soviet dissident Andrei 
Sakharov, spent her first day in the 
West in six years resting yesterday in 
Rome after her tumultuous arrival 
from Moscow Monday. 

Friends said the 62-year-old activ- 
ist was very tired after the journey, 
emotional reunion with her son and 
son-in-law. and insistent questioning 
from Western reporters. 

When she arrived at Moscow Air- 
port, Bonner emerged from 19 
months of isolation into the scrutiny 
of the Westen news media, eager for 


news of Sakharov and the couple's 
life is internal exile in Gorky. 

But during the journey to Rome 
she steadfastly refused to give any 
news, saying she had signed an 
agreement with Soviet authorities 
not to grant interviews during her 
trip to tiie West for medical treat- 
ment. She is to see an Italian eye 
specialist. 

From Italy Bonner is to fly to the 
U.S. , to see her daughter, daughter- 
in-law, and granddaughter, and con- 
sult heart specialists to see if she 
needs a by-pass operation. 


Afghan guerrillas attack Soviet fuel convoys 


ISLAMABAD (Reuter). - Afghan 
guerrillas destroyed 15 tanker trucks 
en route from the Soviet Union to 
Kabul in the second major attack on 
a fuel convoy last month. Western 
diplomats said here yesterday. 

The diplomats, citing reports from 
Kabul, said 15 civilians travelling in a 
bus close to the convoy were killed.

mg Kabul with the Soviet Union, 
they said. 

An attack November 16 set off a 
fireball that killed 10 Soviet soldiers 
and destroyed 27 tankers, according 
to the group taking responsibility for 
the ambushes.

Experts recommend tripling U.S. aid to Africa 


WASHINGTON (AP). - With Afri- 
ca facing food, health and popula- 
tion crises of enormous proportions, 
a panel of American experts recom- 
mended this week that the U.S. 
triple the amount of aid it gives 
countries on that continent. 

“The U.S. need to pay more 
attention to the developing world 
and to Africa in particular,” said 
Lawrence Eagleburger, co- 
chairman of the Committee on Afri- 
can Development Strategies which 
issued the report. 

Eagleburger, a former State De- 
partment policymaker now associ- 


ated with Henry Kissinger’s interna- 
tional consulting firm, and Donald 
McHenry, a scholar at Georgetown 
University who once served as 
ambassador to the U.N. were the 
report’s principal authors. 

The decades of drought, famine 
and debt have wreaked such destruc- 
tion on Africa ‘that it is “almost 
impossible for the rest of the world 
to imagine or comprehend,” the re- 
port said . 

Events in Africa since the mid- 
1960s “can be compared to the 
effects of a world war,” the report 
said. 


Ethiopia expels French MDs for ‘telling the truth’ 


PARIS (AP). - A French medical 
organization expelled Monday from 
Ethiopia for attacking the mass re- 
settlement programme chose to 
speak out, rather than implicitly 
sanction a policy which has killed an 
estimated 100,000 people, its presi- 
dent said yesterday. 

The Foreign Ministry officially 
“deplored" the expulsion of Doctors 
without Borders saying the organiza- 
tion had worked admirably in 
Ethiopia, saving thousands of lives. 


Organization President Rony 
Brauman told a news conference 
that aid organizations working in 
Marxist Ethiopia are “in one way 
taken hostage, becoming more ore 
less accomplices" of foe government 
by staying silent. “Or they can speak 
out and be expelled like us." 

He insisted the programme to re- 
settle people from drought-prone 
northern Ethiopia to more fertile 
southern regions so Ear has cost an 
estimated 100,000 lives. 


Ailing ‘Le Monde’ offers shares to the public 


PARIS (Reuter). - France’s presti- 
gious but financially troubled Le 
Monde yesterday offered 30,000 
shares to the public, selling a 12.28 
per cent stake in the paper which 
until now was owned and run by staff 
and founder-members only. 

The launch of foe shares, at FR500 
(S62) and limited to 10 per bnyer, 
signals a radical shift for the news- 
paper created in 1944. 

The paper said the share launch 
aimed to bring in an extra FR15 


million ($2 million) to help put it 
back on a sound financial footing 
after the announcement earlier this 
year that it was on the brink of 
collapse with an accumulated debt of 
FR90m.{$llm.). 

Editorial staff, who will retain 35 
per cent of the shares, will have a 
blocking minority on the paper's 
board under French law. The re- 
mainder of the shares are to be held 
by editor-in-chief Andre Fontaine, 
administrative and technical em- 
ployees and founder-members. 


Conference to highlight global child-abuse 


GENEVA (Reuter). - Worldwide 
child abuse involving sweat shops, 
sexual assault, battering, forced 
prostitution and the ravages of war 
will be spotlighted daring a three- 
day international conference this 
week. 

About 150 experts from 30 coun- 
tries will take part in the conference 
set np by the World Health Orga- 
nization (WHO) and the Council for 
International Organizations of 
Medical Sciences (Cioms), due to 


open today in Berne. 

Reports to the meeting cite prac- 
tices in Third World countries from 
child slavery and exploitation in fac- 
tories to female circumcision, pros- 
titution, pornography and begging. 

But the meeting will hear that 
abuse is not confined to developing 
nations. According to the Geneva- 
based Cioms, reported cases of 
child-battering have risen dramati- 
cally in recent years, especially in 
industrial countries.

The new electoral system, which 
was devised by a three-man commit- 
tee, headed by party secretary- 
general. Uzi Baram. and approved 
by the central committee last week, 
has a dual significance. 

Baram is determined that a similar 
system be applied to the election of 
the party’s candidates for the Knes- 
set. If that is indeed done, it will be a 
major step towards internal party 
democracy. Gone will be the party's 
notorious Appointments Commit- 
tees. 

There is no guarantee, however, 
that the system can be applied to the 
. Knesset list. Inevitably demands will 
- . come from various pressure groups, 
and once they are taken into 
account, the resulting compromise 
may not bear much resemblance to 
democracy. 

The second significance concerns 
the effect the system will have on the 
well-publicized reform programme 
of Histadrut Secretary-General Yis- 
’■ tael Kessar. Direct elections may 
turn out to be a mixed blessing, 
possibly providing Kessar with a 
more representative team, but pre- 
venting him from implementing a 
much-needed spring-cleaning. 

Kessar has let it be known that be 
. would like to reduce the Histadrut 

• - Central Committee from its present 

bloated membership of 42 to about 
. . 32. Of that, 18 per cent, or six seats, 

is guaranteed to Mapam, Kessar 
takes one, and the Labour Party has 
25 places to fill.

members would be elected by the 
party and 10 would be nominated 
personally by Kessar. However, 
political reality quickly intervened. 

The first obstacle was die 60 per 
cent rule: according to a long- 
standing party regulation, six veter- 
an central committee members had 
to be approved by at least 60 per cent 
of the party central committee in 
order to stand-for a third term. 

Kessar was not interested in all six 
being returned to the committee, so 
he let it be known before the vote 
that whoever achieved the 60 per 
cent would be automatically in- 
cluded on the committee. The inten- 
tion, of course, was to warn the 
voters that they would see the same 
old faces back on the committee 
unless they made some hard choices. 

The effect was just the opposite. 
All six received 60 per cent (one, 
AJiza Tamir, received a fraction less 
but was gently nudged over the top 
by Baram), and Kessar found him- 
self stuck with a public commitment 
and little room to maneuver. 

Meanwhile, it became dear that 
the 15 seats allocated for direct elec- 


tion were not sufficient for the va- 
rious interest groups in the Histadrut 
sector. It was eventually derid ed 
that the candidates would be e le cted 
according to six categories - trade 
unionists, national work committee 
leaders, labour council heads-, gener- 
al, Druse and Arab - with four 
representatives being elected in each 
of the first categories and one in each 
of the other two. 

That makes 18. Another four 
members have automatic right of 
admission — Na’amat’s Masha 
Lnbelsky, Hevrat Ha’Ovdim’s Dan- 
ny RosoHo and two representatives 
of the Mo&hav Movement - plus, of 
course, the six veterans and the six 
Mapam members. That already 
makes 34, excluding Kessar, without 
giving Kessar even one discretionary 
nomination. 

The Independent liberals are de- 
manding a representative, and it is 
likely that Yahad will demand one 
too. That makes 36. Ifthel8percent - 
commitment to Mapam is to be 
observed at least one more Mapam 
seat will have to be added, bringing 
tbe total to -37. And what if the 


Gtizen’s Rights Movement decides 
, to join the central committee? 

Far from reducing the labour fed- 
eration’s central committee to 32, 
Kessar may have trouble keeping it 
at its present 42. The consequences 
for his reform plan are severe. He 
has already initiated significant re- 
form of Hevrat Ha’Ovdim direc- 
torships, but apparently he will be 
unable to do much about the entren- 
ched and bloated bureaucracy in the 
Histadnit itself . 

Kessar’s commitment to the old 
faces does not necessarily mean that 
he is committed to retaining them in 
their old portfolios. Department 
beads may change, but not the num- 
ber of those on the payroll. 

Kessar’s problems, however, are 
minor compared to the pressures 
involved in drawing up a Knesset 
list. The party's commitment to 
women, to youth, to kibbutzim, 
mosbavim, development towns, par- 
ty branches and all the rest will mean 
a cumbersome and time-consuming 
electoral system according to a long 
list of categories. 

At die same time, a means win 
have to be devised of allocating 
{daces on the list. It is not very likely 
that tbe party’s power brokers will 
be prepared to leave their fate in the 
hands of the 1,000-odd members of 
the party central committee, despite 
Baram’s contention to the contrary. 
Unless tbe Labour Party undergoes 
a. change of heart, tbe system of 
direct elections could prove to be 
much ado about very little. 

Tbe test will come with Kessar’s 
central committee. If it closely re- 
sembles its predecessor in size, 
make-up and personalities, tbe plan- 
ned new electoral system will be 
shown to be cosmetic at best. A little 
more democratic than tbe old 
method, perhaps, but still a hostage' 
to die old interest groups. 


Call for world union

THE BAHA’I faith has issued a call 
to the world’s leaders to renounce 
war and discrimination and to unify 
mankind. A copy of the 21-page 




document, issued by the supreme 
body of the Baha’i, the Universal 
House of Justice, is being presented to 
President Chaim Herzog today, and 
the declaration has gone to the 
secretary-general of the UN, Javier 
Perez de Cuellar, among others. 

The nine-member Universal 
House of Justice is elected every five 
years by the world convention of 
Baha’is, which takes place in Haifa, 
the world centre of the religion, 
whose seat is in the magnificent 
white marble edifice on Mt. Carmel. 
The Universal House of Justice was 
established in 1963. after the death 
of Shoghi Rabbanih, a descendant of 
the Bafaa’uTlah, the man who found- 
ed the Baha’i faith in Persia in 1844. 
He both preached and prophesied 
that mankind would renounce war. 
In its call this week to world leaders, 
tbe Baha’i leaders said: 

“World peace is not only possible 
but inevitable. Whether it is to be 
reached only after unimaginable 
horrors precipitated by humanity's 
clinging to old patterns of behaviour, 
or is to be embraced now by an act of 
consultative will, is tbe choice before 
all who inhabit the earth. 1 ' 

The Baha'i leaders bold that “ban- 
ning nuclear weapons, prohibiting 
the use of poison gas or outlawing 
germ warfare will not ‘remove the 
root cause of war." They strongly 
denounce racism and call for a solu- 
tion to the “inordinate disparity be- 
tween rich and poor, a source of

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acute suffering that keeps the world 
in a state of instability, virtual! v on 
the brink of war.” 

THE BAHA’I leadership condemn 
“unbridled nationalism, as disting- 
uished from a sane and legitimate 
patriotism," which “must give way 
to a wider loyalty, to the love of 
humanity as a whole.” They empha- 
tically advocate the emancipation of 
women and universal education. 
They believe that “a fundamental 
lack of communication between peo- 
ples seriously undermines efforts to- 
wards “world peace” and urge the 
adoption of an international lan- 
guage to help resolve the problem. 

Finally, they express their belief 
that “world order can be founded 
only on an unshakeable conscious- 


ness of the oneness of mankind." 
They propose a convocation of 
world leaders to “seek every means 
in their power to establish a Onion of 
the nations of the world." They 
would clearly fix "the limits and 
frontiers of each and every nation, 
lay down the principles underlying 
the relations of governments and the 
strict limitation of their arma- 
ments." If any government violates 
any provision of the solemn pact 
they would sign, “all the govern- 
ments on earth should arise to re- 
duce it to utter submission." 

The Baha'i leaders conclude their 
call to mankind by citing the promise 
of Baha’u'Uah: “These fruitless 
strifes, these ruinous wars shall pass 
away and the Most Great Peace shall 
come.”

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Scitex foresees return to 
profitability next year

TEL AVTV. - Scitex will resume its 
former level of profitability - about 
10 % (net) of turnover - by the 
middle of next year, Efraim Arazi, 
president of the computer imaging 
company, promised yesterday. 

He was speaking at the Scientific- 
Technological Club, which is spon- 
sored by the Friends of the Weiz- 
mann Institute, whose chairman js 
Arnon Gafiiy, head" of the General 
Bank. 

Arazi admitted that profits for the 
third quarter of this year were “non- 
existent.*' but he thought that the 
situation would change for the better 
by the middle of next year. By then, 
Scitex will introduce what he called 
an “assistant work station” to its 
Vista system used in the publishing 
field. The new “work station" is 
designed to cater to regular offices, 
which do not need the special equip- 
ment such as aircondirioning re- 
quired for the larger machine. Scitex 
is also introducing a smaller model, 
somewhat similar to the Vista, he 
said. 

“While sales stood at SI 04 million 
in 1984, thev will reach an estimated 


Sl20m. this year,” he said. 

“Moreover, we are moving into an 
entirely new field,*' be said, but 
refused to reveal anything about it, 
since this might give the competition 
a lead. 

But he did say that 16% of sales 
was used to finance R&D. Of this 
sum about 85% was spent on new 
products, and only 15% on impro- 
ving existing ones. Some 360 scien- 
tists and technicians worked solely in 
R&D in Israel, plus another 20 in the , 
U.S., be added. 

Asked about the slide from a pro- . 
fit situation to a non-profit one in the j 

third quarter of this year, he said that ! 
it had given him a chance to “shake 
up the company and reduce staff."

Arazi also announced that the 
relevant authorities in the govern- 
ment had approved Scitex’s S14 mil- 
lion R&D emission, of which S8.5m.

several banks. Asked if it was worth- 
while for the general public to buy 
the remaining shares, he said “only 
for those in the very high income tax 
brackets, since they can benefit from 
tax benefits."

The workers* wages will be re- 
duced in accordance with their re- 
duced work week, though ail em- 
ployer contributions to pension and 
other funds will be paid on the basis 
of their full wages. 

The committee ruled that the re- 
tirement age should be 60 and that 
workers wishing to retire voluntarily 
before age 60 should be allowed to 
dcr so in consultation with manage- 
ment.

ZURICH ( AP). - A Soviet commer- 
cial bank in the west that was li- 
quidated last spring following mas- 
sive gold speculation, ran up losses 
of up to one billion swiss francs ($483 
million), a Swiss business magazine 
said yesterday. 

American dealers in particular 
took advantage of frantic specula- 
tion by the bank’s chief gold dealer, 
a Swiss national, once it started 
making losses two years ago, Bilanz 
magazine said in its latest edition. 

The magazine, citing unidentified 
sources, said losses by Wozchod 
Commercial Bank. Moscow's main 
gold t radin g outlet in the west, total- 
led 800 m. to lb. Swiss francs (5386 
to 483m.). 

Swiss banking authorities 
announced last March that Woz- 
chod's owners, the Soviet State 
Bank and the Soviet Foreign Trade 
Bank, had decided to dissolve the 


bank. No official loss figures were 
given, but Swiss newspapers cited 
estimates ranging from 400 m. to lb. 
Swiss francs. 

Criminal proceedings are under 
way ' against 'the dealer, Werner 
Peter bans. 

According to Bilanz, Wozchod’s 
troubles began in 1983 with a loss of 
29 m. francs on gold and foreign 
exchange dealings. Peterhans, hop- 
ing for rising gold prices, responded 
with massive speculation, but -losses 
mounted. 

American speculators made large 
profits dealing with the weakened 
Wozchod, but later most of them' 
agreed to a 50/50 sharing of the 
debts, leaving losses of about 500 m.

iharon HareL ‘Treasury diddled car-owners’ 

^Prof. Liba’i terms one-time 
property tax on cars ‘unfair’

The chairman of the Knesset State 
Control Committee, Prof. David 
iba'i, said yesterday that the one- 
ime property tax on vehicles is un- 
air. Car owners who find the value 
>f their cars shrinking by tens of 
)ercentage points since the law was 
massed in August are having to pay 
lbout double the originally stipu- 
ated 3%, as the tax is linked to the 
MSt-of-living index and not to the 
actual value of the vehicle. Used car 
values have dropped since the sum- 
mer. 

Liba'i said the public ought to be 
clearly told that the tax is not 3% of 
the car’s value, as it was led to 
believe originally. 

He called upon the Treasury to 
amend the law, so that the tax is 
linked to the car's value and not to 
the index. Owners would prefer to 
pay the tax early, but are forced to 


wait till the vehicle licence renewal 
comes up, when the tax is much 
higher, Liba'i noted. 

Senior Treasury officials admitted 
that the tax was being applied in an 
unjust and unreasonable manner. 
But since it was a one-time affair, 
they claimed, the best thing to do 
was to forget about the illogical 
aspects. 

They said the Treasury would lose 
a lot of revenue if the law was 
changed now. They also voiced con- 
cern that farther injustice would be 
caused, if those who paid from now 
on, according to the car’s value, 
were to get off more lightly than 
those who have already paid. 

Aharon Hare! (Alignment) said 
the Treasury bad diddled students 
over tuition fees just like it diddled 
car-owners over the property tax. 
The Knesset intended to fix tuition 
plus levy at $80 0, but students now 
bad to pay $1,150, be said. 


Navy shuns Shipyards as ‘expensive’ 


Post Knesset Correspondent 

A senior Defence Ministry official 
told the Knesset Economic Commit- 
tee yesterday that the Israel Navy 
does not want to repair and refit its 
vessels at the Israel Shipyards, be- 
cause the bill there is twice as high as 
in its own yards. 

Nor does tbe Defence Ministry 
agree to take Israel Shipyards under 
" its wing. Avraham Oren, head of the 
purchasing administration at the 
ministry told tbe committee.

Giant take-over bids in UK 


LONDON (Reuter). - Britain’s 
biggest-ever company takeover bat- 
tle was launched with food retailer 
Argyll opening its long-awaited bid 
for the Distillers whisky and drugs 
group at £1.86 billion ($2.79 billipn). 

Argyll’s offer was quickly rejected 
by Distillers whose whisky brands 
include Johnnie Walker and White 
Horse. The final price tag is likely to 
be higher if the bid which could be 
bitterly contested, finally succeeds, 
financial analysts said. 

The price tag outstripped the 
£1.8b. (S2.7b.) offered by Elders 
IXL, an Australian brewing, farm- 
ing and finance group, in its bid last 


month for Britain’s Allied Lyons, a 
food and drinks firm four times its 
size. 

Also yesterday tbe imperial group 
unveiled the terms of an agreed 
merger with United Biscuits laun- 
ched last week valuing United at 
£1.32b. ($1.98b.). 

The Argyll move is just the latest 
in a series of takeover battles that 
have swept the London stock market 
in recent months during which the 
contestants have resorted to attack- 
ing each other in hard-hitting full- 
page newspaper advertisements. 

ArgyD is valued on the stock mar- 
ket at about £675m. (Sib.), less than 
half the value of its prey.

EC may become 
‘Space without 
Frontiers’ 

LUXEMBOURG (Reuter). - The 
European Community (EC) summit 
which opened here Monday is con- 
sidering reform of the’group's 1957 
founding Treaty of Rome. 

The main proposals are to: 

- Redefine tbe EC aim as the 
creation of a “Space without Fron- 
tiers,” which would eventually allow 
tbe complete freedom of movement 
of people, as well as the goods, 
services and capital now covered by 
the treaty. 

- Restrict the veto rights of mem- 
ber governments to ease decision- 
making and enable the 12 to com- 
plete their Common Market by a 
new target date of 1992. 

- Expand the scope of the treaty 
to cover monetary affairs, technolo- 
gy and the environment. 

- Widen the European Parlia- 
ment’s limited powers. 

- Conclude a separate treaty for 
foreign policy coordination, putting 
into legal form the present coopera- 
tion on foreign affairs. 

- Declare the creation of “Euro- 
pean Union,” giving a constitutional 
role to EC summits, which do not 
have a legal basis so far.

Hints of profit-taking, which were 
felt during the previous day’s trad- 
ing, disappeared yesterday, but the 
continuous rise since December i 
has led many to feel that such a wave 
may hit in the near future. If it does, 
and if it is a mild one. and if tbe 
market then continues to rise, the 
very fact of rising prices should 
generate its -own momentum. This 
will attract more investors to the 
mutual funds, which in their turn will 
buy shares and push prices up furth- 
er. 

Tbe so-called “solid" shares did 
very well yesterday. Mention should 
be made of Hassneh. Delek, Dubek. 
Axgaman, Polgat. Elbit. Elron. 
Teva.Dead Sea. IDB Development, 
and Discount Investment. Many 
speculative shares also did quite 
well. 

The dollar-linked “arrangement” 
shares were in demand, with the 
majority rising, a few remaining 
stable, and only one failing. 

Some of the interest in foe latter is 
due to a newspaper report - since 
denied by Finance Minister Yitzhak 
Moda’i - that a devaluation was 
inevitable unless the budget was 
really cut by another $200m. and if 
wages started to rise.

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Tolerance is indivisible 


TOLERANCE - maximum feasible tolerance - has been 
Teddy Kollek’s distinctive badge as Jerusalem’s mayor for the 
past two decades. 

If this city, Israel’s capital, has largely kept its peace, and has 
not turned into a Middle Eastern version of Belfast, despite the 
deep-seated animosities that separate its Jewish citizens from 
their Arab neighbours, and the orthodox from the non- 
orthodox Jewish communities, it is in fair measure due to the 
patient consideration which Mr. Kollek, who celebrates his 
twentieth anniversary in the mayoral seat this week . has shown 
to all and sundry. 

Teddy is a very patient man. He easily got over his beating by 
a gang of haredi youth one Sabbath morning some years ago. 
One morning this week, however, he very nearly lost his cool 
entirely in reacting to the latest assault on his tolerance by 
ultra-orthodox hooligans originating in Mea She'arim. 

By midday the mayor regained his composure, but the city 
has not exactly gone back to normal, nor should it. Normality , 
in the sense of reasonable coexistence between (he communi- 
ties. cannot prevail so long as it is an article of faith for the 
ultra-orthodox minority that they are entitled not only to live 
their lives here according to the Shulhan Aruch, but to force it 
on the Jewish public - and so long as a minority among the 
haredim hold to the belief that they have the right to commit 
any illegality which they define as divinely ordained or at least 
permissible. 

What enraged Mr. Kollek, and many thousands of his fellow 
Jerusalemites, was the spate of attacks on Egged bus shelters - 
all of them outside, and some faraway from, Mea She’arim -on 
the spurious ground that their glass walls are decorated with 
advertisements showing “indecently clad" women. With the six 
shelters wrecked this week - a haredi youth was caught in 
flagrante in one case - the number of badly damaged shelters 
has now reached a total of over two dozen for the past month. 

The cost to the city, Mr. Kollek has noted, is already 
$100,000. and there is no money in the municipal till to rebuild 
the shelters in time to provide cover from winter rain and cold 
for waiting bus passengers this year. 

The problem, needless to say, is not confined to bus shelters. 
It lies in the general tendency of Mea She'arim denizens to view 
their quarter as being located outside the jurisdiction of the 
state - a legitimate base for depradations against the licentious 
majority that still controls the city administration and does not 
realize that it must contract its effective span of control, and as a 
base which in itself should be immune to the alien forces of the 
secular law. 

Leaders of the community not only encourage this attitude, if 
only by their indifference to it. they openly take delight in the 
difficulties encountered by the police in infiltrating haredi ranks 
with the aim of flushing out vandals, arsonists, tax-dodgers and 
other malefactors. 

Indeed, the more militant among the ultra-orthodox do not 
even shy away from proclaiming themselves - as Mr. Kollek 
openly dubbed them this week - “enemies of the state." They 
are not merely non-Zionist: they are confessedly anti-Zionist. 

Jerusalem’s ultra-orthodox, whether in Mea She’arim or in 
its several offshoots, like members of the entire religious 
comniunity. have just claims on the dty. They need more living 
space - in the literal sense of the term - for their exploding 
families. They should be - and are - allowed to fence off, on the 
Sabbath, areas in which they constitute a large majority, 
provided this does not block through traffic. But they are not 
entitled to lay down their own law to their non-like-minded 
neighbours. 

To be fair, a number of them have demonstrated during ihe 
past few days that they understand this elementary rule of 
behaviour in a democratic state, and have anonymously offered 
information to the police. They are still too few: but they 
appreciate the fact that tolerance has its limits.

SOME HIGHLY-placed but so far anonymous officials, 
evidently frustrated because the government has not decided to 
slash next year’s budget by as much as they recommended, are 
engaged in a rearguard action. Having argued that the budget cuts 
are necessary to prevent a new burst of inflation, they are now 
trying to make certain that their implied prediction comes true: 
they warn that the government “will have no choice" but to 
devalue the shekel soon - which will indeed prove the pistol 
shot that will restart the race between devaluation, prices and 
wages. 

It is debatable whether an additional budget cut of $200 
million - which is w’hat the debate is about, and which is less 
than one per cent of the total budget, and thus well within the 
normal margin of accounting errors - can decide the fate of the 
economic stabilization policy. What is hardly debatable is that 
there is no earthly reason to devalue the shekel now or in the 
next few months. 

The case for devaluation rests on a rise of prime costs, 
primarily wages and imports. The former will indeed rise 
between now and April, but the rise was originally figured into 
the devaluation, price increases and level of wages set by the 
stabilization programme. All the agreed-upon wage increases 
will still leave wages eroded more sharply than these very same 
officials predicted and expected. 

The cost of imports of raw materials and intermediate goods 
has fallen, not only in the dollar terms in which their bulk is 
quoted, but also in real terms. Metals, fibres, oil, farm products 
and other commodities are all down - but advice on economic 
policy in Israel is apparently impervious to what happens in 
world markets. 

The dire warning that another round of devaluation is around 
the comer is utterly wrong-headed, not only because it would 
let loose a tidal wave of wage demands far in excess of those it 
intends to offset, and send the economy back with a vengeance 
into the familiar devaluation-price-wage spiral. It would raise a 
serious question about the sense and purpose of the sacrifices 
and hardships imposed by the recovery programme. 

Moreover, the publication of that "warning" is also irres- 
ponsible to the point of recklessness. For months now, the word 
“expectations,” which used to be so prominent in the discus- 
sion of the causes of inflation, has disappeared from the public 
debate on economic policy. And for a very good reason: all the 
signs indicate that the public has gradually, if still guardedly, 
begun to settle down to an expectation of stability. 

The officials who leaked to the press the story of the 
“inevitable and imminent devaluation" are apparently unable 
to let sleeping dogs lie until they really have to be aroused from 
their slumber. 

Do they want a ran on foreign currency? Do they want the 
Histadrut to set its wage demands so as to hedge against the 
very devaluation and resulting price inflation they now predict? 
Do they want a queue of claimants for price increases and for 
subsidies? Or do they really believe that their Cassandra-like 
prophesies will frighten the government into accepting their 
recommendations? 

It is truly hard to fathom their intentions. What is certain is 
only that nothing provides as much room for the exercise of 
bureaucratic power and for meddling with the economy as the 
familiar inflationary race. Hence, perhaps, the longing to 
renew it as soon as possible.

TO MIDNIGHT 


Colin Legum assesses the potential for peaceful change in South Africa 


IT IS a profound misunderstanding 
of the current situation in South 
Africa to see it simply as a period of 
turbulent violence produced by the 
conflicts over the methods and tim- 
' ing about ending the apartheid laws. 
What we are witnessing is nothing 
. less than the painful and dangerous 
break-up of a political system which 
has endured, in one form or another, 
for over three centuries. 

The critical question, therefore, is 
not, as is fairly generally perceived, 
the reform of the country's racially 
discriminatory laws; the issues 
underlying the crisis are much more 
complex, infinitely more difficult 
and potentially more explosive than 
the scrapping of the apartheid laws. 

At the heart of the crisis lies the 
problem of how to arrange a.rapid 
transition from a political system 
entrenching exclusive white rule to 
the enfranchisement of the black 

majority in such a way as to avoid 
plunging the country into total eco- 
nomic and social chaos - in short, 
how to avoid revolutionary collapse. 

Any attempt to deal with this 
situation by amply reforming laws is 
like plastering over the surface of a 
structure that has already crumbled 
at its foundations. 


crisis. If P. W. Botha cannot succeed, 
then no one can'. 

’ But he is undoubtedly confronted 
by an awkward dilemma. Every 
move he makes in announcing in- 
tended changes away from apartheid 
(letaJone implementing them) feeds 
an incipient right-wing backlash in 
the white electorate, especially 
among Afrikaners. The recent re- 
sults in five by-elections show that, 
despite the ruling party's victory in 
four, there has been a significant 
swing to the extremists. 

Even though the government is in 
no real danger of being swept from 
office, two points need to be consi- 
dered. The first is that the govern- 
ment has not yet begun to implement 
any of the hard decisions needed to 
produce convincing evidence of 
effective change. All It has been 
doing so far is to point the way to 
change.. And even so, the white 
electorate shows signs of taking 
fright. 

The second is that Botha would 
find it difficult to move forward in a 
decisive manner once his base 
amone Afrikaners is seen to be erod- 
ing. 


A SECOND serious misunderstand- 
ing is the belief that South African 
President P.W. Botha and the ruling 
establishment have fa fled to grasp 
the full implications of the historic 
crisis facing their country. 

It is precisely because they know 
that the phasing out of apartheid 
laws inevitably entails the end of 
white political dominance - and pre- 
cludes the re-establishment of white 
control by other means - that their 
commitment to reform appears 
clumsy, qualified and inconsistent, 
and that they choose to rely so 
heaviiy on the use of force to contain 
the forces of the opposition. 

Those who call for Botha's res- 
ignation in the belief that this may 
contribute to speeding political 
change lack understanding of the 
difficulties that confront any white 
leader in managing the present cri- 
sis. 

There is no leader with higher 
standing among Afrikaners or with 
greater experience of political man- 
euvering than P.W. Botha. None of 
the four contenders likely to succeed 
him - Genit Viljoen, Chris Heunis, 
W.C. de Klerk and Pik Botha - can 
claim better qualifications for steer- 
ing the country through its present 


THE OTHER ASPECT of his 
dilemma is that because of his. con- 
cern with a right-wing backlash, the 
longer be delays and the greater 
force he employs the more likely be 
makes an increase in violence from 
the side of an increasingly frustrated, 
impatient and militant black opposi- 
tion. 

This increase in black violence will 
have two results: it may feed the 
white backlash and increase the 
tendency by white militants to resort 
to illegal violence; and it will in- 
crease reliance on the use of force by 
the state to try to impose its control 
through draconian measures. Both 
these developments make the task of 
crisis management even more diffi- 
cult. 

There is a third dimension to 
Botha's political dilemma. Many 
South African leaders (including 
supporters of the government) be- 
lieve that the reason why Afrikaners 
are beginning to turn away from 
Botha is that they are losing faith in 
his ability to cany out his reforms. 

At a time when Afrikaners are 
more apprehensive about their fu- 
ture than at any time in their history, 
they are desperately in need of re as- 
surance. All they can see is that ever 
since Botha embarked on his cau- 
tious policy of reforms, the country 


has become increasingly less govern- 
able and black violence has in- 
creased. They therefore look for 
firm and positive- leadership - for a 
return to the certainty of the Ver- 
woerd regime, which is what the 
right-wing extremists offer them. 

Botha's critics argne that he 
should ignore the risks of a white 
backlash and move boldly forward to 
show that he is capable of saving the 
country from violent collapse. 

What are the chances of Botha 
listening to this advice? The signs at 
present are not encouraging. The 
president continues to believe that 
he has options in terms of the politics 
of manipulation. 

For example, he has hardly begun 
to employ the kind of force be has at 
his disposal to crush black violence. 
He believes that by malting such 
concessions as introducing black 
leaders into his Presidential Council 
be can divide the black opposition 
and. at the same time, demonstrate 
his willingness to begin the process 
of power-sharing. 

Moreover, be continues to pin his 
faith on making substantial reforms 
in the lower tiers of government to 
give blacks a greater say in managing 
their own affairs in urban areas. 
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.Are such terms available? Sound- 
ings taken among influential black 
leaders suggest that they are serious- 
ly anxious to negotiate rather than to 
fight, and that they may be ready to 
start negotiations on the following 
terms: 


agreement on an agenda that will 
start the process of negotiations. Its 
here that external factors can pUya 
crucial role. 


NONE OF THESE options is likely 
to work. The political reality is' that 
Botha has only two possible choices: 
to move towards even greater dic- 
tatorial and forceful measures to 
control black violence or to begin 
serious negotiations with repre- 
sentative black leaders. 

His own view is that both are 
necessary; but it is undear which of 
the two will predominate. There is 
little doubt that if he were to rely 
principally upon repression, he has 
enough force at his disposal to rep- 
ress black opposition and violence 
for several years. 

But if be were to adopt this hard 
line he cannot possibly engage the 
more influential black leaders in 
negotiations about a post-apartheid 
political system. All he will have 
succeeded in doing is to bring the 
country nearer to revolutionary 
change, as well as in completing the 
alienation of Western governments. 
He has already lost Western public 
support. 

The president’s other choice- that 
of entering into serious negotiations 
with the black leadership - requires 
thaf he agree to preconditions essen- 
tial to main t aining the credibility of 
representative black leaders.

Why does Nathan single out South 
Africa and not any of the many other 
countries in Africa, Latin America 
or Eastern Europe which deny 
basic human rights? 

The scenes of unrest in South 
Africa that fill the TV screens and 
media of the world are provoked, 
incited and executed by a criminal 
element with the diabolical aim of 
revolution, which will hurt the law- 
abiding and moderate black people, 
as well as the whites. 
v We South African Jews do not 
need Mr. Nathan's advice that we 
raise our voices in support of the 
blacks. The South African Jewish 
community is well 3ware of its 
obligations to its fellow mao, 
whether black or white, and it has 


sufficient intelligence, political wis- 
dom, humanitarianism. and loyalty 
to its country to know what to do. 

Mr. Nathan urges Pretoria to en- 
ter into talks with the Afr.can 
National Congress. Our government 
has offered to talk to the ANC on 
condition that they renounce vio- 
lence. This they have refused to do. 
For the same reason. Israel is not 
sitting with the PLO. Perhaps now 
that Mr. Nathan is hell-bent on his 
peace mission, he will urge Israel to 
have talks with the PLO.
